The ‘‘gentlemen’s dining- 
room’’ idea was shown to be an utter fallacy. 
By 12:30 a. m. the supper room had been given 
over to people whose ideas of enjoyment had 
been learned in free and easy resorts. 

SCENES OF REVELRY. 

Drunken men invaded the ball room, four- 
ishing bubbliag bottles of champagne. In the 
corridors free fights were of constant occur- 
rence. Gamblers, bookmakers and women 
dozed or made merry on the staircases. 
Never once did an accredited officer of the 
evening interfere to anybody’s knowledge. 
The policemen who were sober were 
helpless. They could not tell the dress 
coated waiters from the guests. 
By 1 o'’clock most of the respect- 
able element were making frantic and supper- 
less efforts to getaway. Even this privilege 
was deniedthem. Aline extending from the 
coat rooms for 500 yards and made up of some 
of the leading citizens of this town, surged 
for hours against the feeble and inadequate 
partitions of the coat room. Gentlemen grew 
angry and desperate at the utter inadequacy 
of the arrangements. With torn coats und 
wrinkled shirt fronts men whose names 
are known all over the Union fought 
their way toward their coats under 
the frequent clubs of the police, the jeers of 
the mob outside and the pernicious activity of 
the pickpockets. It was 5 o’clock in the 
morning before the last battered and ragged 
guest gained his family at the doors and 
reached his back. ‘‘In its executive aspects 
the centennial ball was the worst of its sort 
ever known in the history of the city,’’ saida 
well-known man about town yesterday: The 
possibility of letting the attendants get at all 
the wine they wanted was enough to ruin any 
plans which might have been made. I left at 
3 a. m. without my hat or coat. Two 
of the checkers inside the cloak-room were 
drunk. Igotimyown umbrella by paying $1 
for one exchanged foritin my sight by the 
fellow who demanded the dollar. Of the 
ladies I met one’s dress was ruined by a plate 
of salad thrown overit bya drunken brute, 
and the shoulder of another was cut froma 
bottle which a stranger bad broken upon it. I 
saw more respectable women insulted in the 
supper room than I ever saw even accosted at 
the French ball. I knocked down a man who

Speech of the Commander-in-Chief at a 
New York G. A. R. Camp Fire. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—Maj. William Warner 
of Kansas City, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army ofthe Republic, was present yes- 
terday afternoon at the grand camp fire or- 
ganized by the various posts of New York 
and Brooklyn, and held at Sulyer’s Park. Maj. 
Warner, when called for a speech, rose and 
said: 

‘*OComrades, we have a wonderful coun- 
try. I left Missouri afew days ago, and then 
left as plain Maj. Warner. In less than four 
days I find all around New York thatI ama 
General, a position which I indeed should 
like to have occupied in times gone by. But 
no matter, Iam now dubbed here a General, 
and I fear if Istay much longer in New York I 
may reach that greater and more powerful 
title of ‘Boss.’ [Applause.] It is indeed 
an agreeable surprise to me in the 
midst of these festivities, in the 
presence of such a pageant us no citizen has 
ever seen before, that you have found time to 
pay your compliments to one who amounts to 
no more in these ranks than any other comrade 
But l well know that it is your love to the 
grandest civic organization the world has 
ever seen that urges you in {this demonstra- 
tion. 

When just now I spoke of the magnificent 
display in your grand city, 1 did not say 
ali 1 wanted to say. At the very outset 
I desired to state that I yield to no man 
in my reverence to George Washington. When 
the historian of the future, however, shal! 
have written the history of this American Re- 
public, he will speak first of its establishers 
and next ofthe brave men of 1861 up to 1865 
who saved this Republic. [Applause]. The 
day is fast coming when justice will be done 
to these men. [Applause]. And then

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THEIR SECOND ANNUAL CONVENTION IN 
SESSION TO-DAY. 


The Association Effecting Its Permanent 
Organization — An Interesting Address 
by Dr. E. H. Gregory—Dr. J. B. Mur- 
dock 's Paper Arouses Interest and Pro- 
vokes a Lively Discussion—The Afternoon 
Session. ° 


T the Pickwick 
Theater this 
morning the 
National Asso- 
ciation of Rall- 
way Surgeons 
opened the first 
session of their 
annual conven- 
tion. There are 
about four bun- 
dred members in 
the city, and 
they come from 
every quarter of 
the United 
States and rep- 
resent every important railroad in the 
country. The stage of the theater was most 
beautifully decorated by Mr. Arthur R. Dea- 
con ofthe Lambert Pharmacal Co. On either 
side were bouquet of tropical plants and 
along the front of the stage was arow of 
growing flowers.. A pyramid of La France and 
jack roses stood in the center and back on the 
stage were two huge placgues of white on 
which was written in flowers of red and purple, 
„Welcome to the National Association of Rail- 
way Surgeons’’ on one, and on the other 
„The Medicine of the Twentieth Century— 
Surgery and Sanitary Science. The gentie- 
men of the convention assembled promptly 
on time, 10 o’clock, but Mayor Noonan was 
delayed and the opening of the convention 
was postponed until after1l o’clock to hear 
his address of welcome. 

The convention is attended by some of the 
most prominent railroad surgeons in the 
United States, and they are earnest in their 
support of this new association, which is ex- 
pected to be of invaluable service to the rail- 
road hospital system. That there is a great 
need for the association is evident. The rail- 
road hospitals are new institutions, and 
although many of the railroads 
have systematized the medical department, 
more of them, and particularly the Eastern 
roads, are altogether lacking in system, but 
are workingin an irregular way that makes 
the service fall far short of its needs and its 
possibilities. It was this condition of affairs 
that led to the organization of the associa- 
tion, and the first meeting was held in Chi- 
cago last year. A committee was appointed 
to draw up the constitution and by-laws, and 
one of the most important things to be done 
at this convention, is the approval of this re- 
port. The many necessary details of perma- 


nent organization will occupy the time of the 
convention, which is not devoted to the read- 
ing of papers. a 

After waiting for some time for the Mayor, 
Dr. W. B. Outten, the Chairmen of the Enter- 
tainment Committee, said that the Mayor 
must have been detained somewbere, and Dr. 
J. W. Jackson of Kansas City, the President, 
called the meeting to order. Dr. J. S. Nicolls 
delivered un eloguent prayer, calling down 
the blessing of the Almighty upon the deliber- 
ations of the sociely. 

DR. E. H. GREGORY 

of this city then delivered the opening address 
andsaid: Gentlemen of the National Asso- 
ciation of Railway Surgeons, you'd scarce ex- 
pect one of my age to be a fast surgeon, but l 
surely had a railway request for this address. 
The shortest address 1 ever heard of in my 
life was made by a oung man who 
was courting. He said, ‘will you,’ and by 
the time he got that far she answered, ‘yes.’ 
It there are any ladies present Iwill say that 
that story is told by a sour old batchelor. It 
is my proud privilege to welcome you, and 
most heartily do I perform the duty. I feel 
that laddress my pupils. Many of youl have 
aught the rudiments of anatomy and sur- 
gery, and now, after years of faithful 
work, you return with well earned 
reputations, to advance and honor 
your profession. But a few years 
ago there was not a railroad in the Valley of 
the Mississippi, and now what dol behold? 
Hundreds of men representing only the med- 
ical interests of our great system of roads, 
embodying, as you do, railroad pull, raibroad 
push, railroad energy, railroad colleges and 
railroad speed. The marvel of the period! 
Nay, more; the velocity of general surgery at 
this moment is suggestive of the pertinency 
of your convention. An old fogy is thankful 
to God for the invention of the steam brake. 

‘*Rallroad surgery illustrates the great prin- 
ciples of general surgery. The principles of 
medicine aud surgery are one. All diseases 
are injuries, all injuries diseases. It is your 

rovince to deal with physicaland allied in- 
uries; the physician deals with vital and 
chemical injuries. The recent advance in 
medicine has done most for your domain. 
The splendor of modern surgery comes to 
wipe away the shame of mutilation, once 80 
humiliating in railroad injuries. The discov- 
of inflammation, and 
the methods of prevention have revolution- 
ized medical science. Amputation, once the 
rule, is now the exception. Life in a limb is 
now a guarantee of its preservation. The 
dread complications of wounds, at once peril- 
ing life and limb, are now dismissed. 

It is a meloncholy fact that the mutilations 
have been transferred to the vital 
injuries. The shame of the surgery 
of physical injuries is now the 
giory of the surgery of vital 
injuries: that is, the injuries of micro 
organisms. The surgeon who can count the 
largest number of mutilations most felicitates 
himself, and the injury inflicted is in so hicea 

oint that it promises to outrage the census 
n the near future. Is there no significance in 
the fact that the mutilations are limited to one 
sex? Istherenoremedy? The bare recital of 
the deeas of sin and surgery is heart sicken- 
ing. Can not the allenist and neurologist 
succor surgery in this, its great calamity? 

‘*‘I fear this harangue is unprofitable. We 
must wait till the fashion is past, meanwhile 
the ‘appendages’ must go. 

‘*I] thank vou, Mr. President and gentlemen, 
for your attention, again welcoming you to 
our hospitable city, glowing with patriotism, 
coupled with the bope that your deliberations 
may be profitable for mankind.’’ 

Dr. Gregory’s address was received with 
much favor. 

The Secretary, Dr. E. R. Lewis, then called 


B. Outten announced the 
PROGRAMME OF ENTERTAINMENT, 
which includes visits to the hospitals of the 
city, the Anheuser-Busch Brewery, wherea 
banguet will be served, and a steuam- 
boat excursion to-morrow. Dr. Outten 
also announced the gentiemen would 
have to forego the pleasure of 
hearing the Mayor. He had just received 
word that the Mayor was at home sick and 
could not be present. This rather threw the 
programme off its order, and there was time 
on the hands of the convention that had to be 
occupied. Or. J. H. Murphy of St. Paul made 
ashort and very pieasing address, referring 
to his visit to St. Louis in 1852 to attend the 
frst meeting of the national association, 
and eomparing the start of that associa- 
tion, with about 300 members, with the 
commencement of fthis association with more 
members at its first meeting than the inational 
association, though the other embraced all 
depertments and this only one. He predicted 
for the society a successful future and much 
usefulness.

ANGEOK, Siam. 
‘March 8, 1889.—The 
Hon. Jacob T. Child, 
our Minister to the 
court of Siam, was 
in the United States 
at the tlas of the 
presidential elec- 
tion. Upon te au- 
nouncement of the 
resuit he at once sent 
his resignation to 
Secretary Bayard, to 
take effect in March, 
and he has just re- 
turned to Rangkok to complete a work which 
be is preparing on Siam and the Siam- 
been gathering notes fo 

this book during his four years’ stay 
here and he writes at it daily, clicking out 


‘his poetic opinions of these strange people 


upon an American type-writer. He tells me 
De has enjoyed his stay in Siam, but that he is 
lad to go home and that he will again take 
bis chair as editor of the Richmond (Mo.) Con- 
gervator with pleasure. The mission to Slam 
is worth Ove thousand gold dollars a year and 
Bangkok is one of the few places in the world 
where Uncle Sam owns bie own house. The 
legation building is a big, rambling, two- 
story structure with wide verandas running 
around both stories and with great porches 
Jooking out upon the waters of the busy 
Menan River and its thousands of floating 
houses. A garden of tropical plants and 
great trees surrounds the house, sloping 
down to the banks of the river in front. These 
trees are filled with birds which keep up a 
continuous singing the year around. Gorgeous 
flowers bloom inthe gardens and the ver- 
dure is always green. The Minister goes from 
one part ofthis city, of the size of Chicago, to 
another in his own gondola rowed by tbree 
dark-skinned men in a livery of colored cot- 
ton and when he takes a drive his carriage is 
managed by a Malay coachman, who drives 
like Jehu and cuts the Siamese vagrants to 


make them keep outof the — Bangkok 
bas a pleasant foreign colony and the climate, 
though hot in summer, is on the whole healthy 
and pleasant. 

THE MINISTER TO KOREA 


© gots $7,500 a year and Mr. Dinsmore, the pres- 


ent incumbent, is one of the most popular 
of our foreign mninisters. He was appointed

Garland and others and he was not an office- 
He etands very well with the King 
and court, and it is due to bis nerve that tbe 
foreign colony escaped so well the mob 
which arose when the missionaries were 
charged by the people with kill- 
ing babies and grinding them up 
to make foreign medicines. Mr. Dinsmore is 
an Arkansas lawyer of about 35 years, and if 
he goes back to America he will probably re- 
sume the practice of the law. There is a pros- 
pect, in case Judge Denny should conclude to 
resign, that Mr. Dinsmore may succeed him 
as adviser to the King. 

The climate of Korea isfine and the lega- 
tion establishment is a compound or yard 
surrounded by a high wall and containing 
alt a dozen one-story Korean buildings. 
The residence ofthe Minister has many 
rooms finished with the great varnished 
beams of Korean architecture and his parlor 
and dining room are so arranged that they 
can be thrown together. There is a guest- 
house atthe back forthe use of the Minis- 
ter’s friends, and the ships, which arrive ev- 
ery ten days or two weeks, bring all sorts of 
delicacies from Shanghai. whichis the great 
foreign residence place of the Western Pacific. 
The Minister to Korea hasa guard of twelve 
soldiers furnished by the King. When he goes 
out to ride through the city he has eight men 
in livery to carry him in his sedan chair and 
his soldiers march in front and behind him. 

THE DIPLOMATIC PLACES OF JAPAN 
are generally esteemed more desirable than 
those of China. The Japanese are a pleas- 
anter peopie and there is no danger there of 
being mobbed or stoned. Still the Chinese 
Consuls are better paid, and the Minister gets 
2,000a year. Col. Charles Denby of Indiana

the Mikado, and has received a rank from the 
Emperor. He getea high salary and he is es- 
teemed oneof the most valuable of the for- 
signers connected with the Japansese Gov- 
ernment. He bas more influence than any 
other American in Japan, and he is constantly 
dealing with matters connected with America, 

In the educational branches of the Japanese 
kingdom, Americans hold high rank. There 
are notso many connected with the Imperial 
University as there were a few years ago, 
owing to the principle adopted by the Japan- 
ese of not allowing foreigners to do for them 
anything that they can get or teach the Japan- 
ese to do. Still Prof. Fenalossa of Salem, 
Mass., is now the great art critic of Japan and 
he is, Iam told, to have the charge of the old 
art works of the empire, which largely 
through his efforts are now being col- 
lected by the Government and preserved. 

of. enalossa looke upon Japanese 
art as the great art development of the 
world, and he says that Europeans and Ame 
icans have as much to learn in art from Jap’ n 
as Japan can learn from them. He has made 
a study of Japanese art since he came to 
Japan, a decade ago, to take a piace in the 
university, and he is an enthusiast upon the 
subject. During my stay in Japan he was 
traveling over the empire in company with 
our late Japanese Minister, Mr. Kuki, collect- 
ingthe art works about Kioto, and having 
some of the most noted of these photographed!

In Japan. These have their homes all over 
the country, and there are extensive settle- 
ments in the larger cities. Like all 
foreigners in the empire the mission- 
aries have large houses and very com- 
fortable homes, and were I going to choose 
a country in which to do missionary I would 
pick out Japan. The people here are more 
clean and friendly than the Chinese and they 
are as far above these heathens of Siam as we 
are above the Indians of our Western plains. 
The field isagood one, for three-fourths of 
the Japanese are infidels and the other fourth 
does not more than half believe in 
the Buddhist religion. Our missionaries 
are, I am told, doing good work 
and they have cburches and schools 
everywhere. Dr. Hepburn, the author of 
the only English-Japanese dictionary, is an 
American, and nowin his seventies, he pre- 
fers to livein Japan. He has been here a life- 
time and he now acts as the president of a 
missionary college at Tokio. Tnere Is an 
American physic an in Yokohama and there 
are twoin Tokio. Two of the brightest Amer- 
icans in Tokio have married Japanese 
ladies. One of these is Mr. Dunn, a bright, 
fair-complexioned young man connected with 
our embassy to the court of Japan, and the 
other is Lieut. Foulke, who was for a 
time connected with the American legation 
at Korea, and whois said to be one of the 
best posted among the foreigners on the Ko- 
rean language, literature and customs. Mr. 
Dunn is a relative of Senator Thurman. As 
to American mercbants, there are a number 
in Asia, though not so many, perhaps, as there 
were ten years ago. 
IT IS A SURPRISE 
to travelers to find that Americans abroad 
are, in nearly all cases, college-bred men, 
and that their contact with the society of the 
East has rather polished them than 
anything elee. The society of Asia, 
as far. as the foreigners are concerned, 
is as good as you will find any 
where, And the several capitals have a coterie 
of as elegant people as you will see in New 
York or Washington. In Korea there is a very 
pleasant foreign colony, consisting of the for- 
eign ministers and consuls, the employes un- 
der the king and the missionaries. hey have 
their social dinners, their literary and musi- 
cal clubs, and their lawn tennis ground. They 
have comfortable homes furnished in Ameri- 
can style and the latest ofthe magazines and 
papers are sent to them by fortnightly mails 
from America. The head of the king’s school 
is Prof. Bunker, an American, who graduated 
ot Oberlin College not many years ago, and 
his wife, who came out here as a medical mis- 
sionary, is physician tothe Queen and is very 
popular at court. 
here are missionaries scattered all over 
China. I met at Cantona Mr. Fulton of Ash- 
land, O., who was broken in health, and was 
about to go home for a vacation. He bad been 
working in the interior of China, and his si- 
ter who was a doctor was with him. They had 
under them a young Chinese medical student, 
and this young celestial had in some way got- 
hold of * skeleton which 
he hid in his room. Mrs. Fulton, 
finding soap scarce, had made a barrel of 
soft soap and this was standing outside the 
house. At this timethecry was raised that 
the missionaries were killing Chinamen and 
were using their bodies to make medicine. 
They mobbed this missionary’s house, and 
when they 
FOUND THE SKELETON 

and this soft soap they looked upon these as 
prima facie evidence of the crime. There is 
no soft soap in Ubina and they know nothing 
of dissection or of study of anatomy by skele- 
ton. The result was that they burned down 
the house and the missionary and his 
family narrowly escapec with their lives. 
Speaking of bright American girls, a graduate 
of Vassar, Miss Bacon, has recently arrived in 
Japan, and is now teaching in the Empress 
school for girls at Tokio. One of the leading 

hysicians of the at missionary hospital of 

anton, China, is Mises Dr. Niles, the sister of 
one of the editors of the Omaha Bee, and there 
is a lady, now married and —— at Tientsin, 
who came out here as a medical mission ‘ 
and who, when Li Hung Chang's wife was in 
danger of dying, performed what was thought 
by the Chinese an almost miraculous cure. A 
brother of the great preacher, Dr. T. Dewitt 
Talmage of Brooklyn, has been forty years 
a missionary at Amoy, China, and his gray- 
haired wife and young daughter still assist 
him in his work. 

Dr. Happer, another of the old mission- 
aries, who came out to China in the forties as 
far back asthe days of President Tyler, is 
now at 75, founding a college at Canton; and 
Mr. McGowan, another white haired man, 
whose daughter is married to the English con- 
sul at Canton, is now connected with the 
government of China in nis professional ca- 
acity and is oue of the leading scholars of 

he East. The head of the: imperial college at 
Peking, where the noble young Ohinamen are 
taught the Western sciences is Dr. W. P. 
Martin, who was for —— — gt and 
it was an American missionary, Mr. Williams, 
who wrote the best on China. 
The American merchants in China are now to 
be found chiefly in Shanghai, but the Ameri- 
can firm of Russell & Co. is found everywhere. 
Isaw the Waterbury watch wherever I went. 
It sold in Japan for less than I bought one be- 
tore lieft America. We have some American 
lawyers in Asia outside of those acting as ad- 
visers to the rulers, and Americans are to be 
found everywhere over here, for I find that 
three-fourths of the velers I meet come 
from the United States.

Alex Martin of the firm of Martin, Laughlin 
& Kern, appeared in Judge Fisher’s court- 
room at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon, repre- 
senting the newly incorporated Union Avenue 
& Forest Park Rallway, and applied 
for an injunction against the St. Louis Cable 
& Western Railway. A long story is attached 
to the proceeding. The Union Avenue Oo. 
has been organized to operate a road 
running from the tracks of the 


St. Louis Cable & Western Railway just east of 
Union avenue, southwardly and some 
distance east of Union avenue until 
the north line of Forest Park 
addition, formerly Griswold tract, is reached 
where the track diverges west under Union 
avenue and then continues south to 
the north line of Forest Park. 
The ordinance granting this company the 
right of way mentioned, also grantea them 
the right of way over the tracks of the Narrow 
Gauge to Vanderventer avenue, where 
the cable road terminates, provided 
they could secure a contract with the 
company operating that road. The contract 
was secured,the new road was granted the 
use of ‘the Narrow Gauge tracks and the 
ordinance was approved. Now comes 
the trouble. n compliance with 
a  wunanimous and popular demand 
for the removal of the Narrow Gauge steam 
carsand the laying of a cable road, by the 
people ofthat thickly populated ward, the 
owners of the rowd decided to accede to 
the demand and extend the cable 
to Union avenue. It wasrumored outin the 
Twenty-eighth Ward that the building of the 
Cable road would be begun this month. The 
Union Avenue Co. having the right to 
run over the tracks to Vandeventer 
avenue come to court and ask that such ac- 
tion be prevented, as they claim it will do 
them great damage. Judge Fisher took the 
petition and will pass on it to-morrow 
morning. 

There js a peculiar feature about this man- 
neuver which is not particularly clear. Mar- 
tin, Laughlin & Kern are attorneys for the 
Cable & Western, yet the head of the firm 
applies for an injunction against it. It has 
also been generally understood tbat the Union 
Avenue Co. was but a healthy sprout from 
the Cable & Western, managed, controlled 
and owned by the same officers and 
stockholders.

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RAILROAD HOSPITALS. 


THE SURGEONS DISCUSS THEIR MANAGE- 
MENT AND POINT OUT THEIR NEEDS. 


Arrangements for Reception and Entertain- 
ment—A Great Gathering—Work to Be 
Done by the Delegates—Some Proposi- 
tions to Be Advanced—Eailway Hospitals 
—A Doctor's Views. 


HE hotels were all

the visiting delegates were admirable. Each 
deputation was met by one or more members 
of the local committee on arriving at the de- 
pot, and the members directed either to pri- 
vate houses, at which they were to be 
guests, or to such hotels as they wished to 
take up their quarters at. The St. Louis 
physicians well sustained their proverbial 
reputation for hospitality and took charge of 
scores of the visitors. The large number of 
arrivals, however, prevented any very great 
percentage from being accommodated in this 
manner, and the hotels were soon crowded to 
their utmost capacity by the throng of 


guests. 
WORK OF RAILWAY SURGEONS. 


‘*This is the second general convention that 
has been held by the railway surgeons,’’ said 
Dr. W. M. Symington of New Mexico, who for 
years was connected with the Central Pacific 
and afterwards with the Denver & Rio Grande, 
and promises to be by far the most impor, 
tant and interesting medical convention held 
in many years. It will not be so momentous 
from a strictly scientific point of view as from 
one of practical wsefulness and general 
education. IVO principal subjects will 


come up for discussion and action, the estab- 
lishment of a system of railway bospitals and 
the formulation of asetof directions for the 
temporary treatment of various injuries when 
no physician is at hand. The first is of the 
— importance. For several years I 
1ave not been officially connected with any 
railway, but I have watched with great inter- 
est the organization of railway hospitals, and 
from my previous experience fully ap- 
preciate the importance of a complete 
and well-managed system. Few beside 
those already familiar with the details of rail- 
way management understand the extent of 
the suffering that arises irom the want of this 
most important adjunct. 
NEED OF HOSPITALS. 

**Where the lines are located in a well-settled 
country, other bospitals for the injured are 
generally available, but on new lines there 
are no facilities of this kind, and unless the 
railroads provide them, the men in- 
jured, and in the course of 1 
year they amount to a goodly 
number, asI happen to know, have a very 
hard time of it. Merely considered as a mat- 
ter of economy, it is a good thing for rail- 
roads to establish these hospitals. I know 
that before we had them on the Southern 
Pacific there used to be damage suits brought 
for every injury, no matter how trifling, and 
juries nearly always find against the corpora- 
tion. But as soon as we began to take care of 
the men who were hurt, the number of 
these suite fell off to nearly nothing, 
and not nearly the same proportion of 
unjust verdicts were brought asin the days 
when men crippled inthe service had to 
look out for themselves. Nearly cvery great 
line has now one or more admirably appointed 
hospitals connected with it, but n my opinion 
afew small houses where patients can be 
treated, scattered along the line ofthe roads, 
would largely add to the efficiency of the 
service. 

INSTRUCTING EMPLOYES. 

Another point to which attention might 
be directed with a little profit is 
the publication ofasetof plainly expressed 
rules for the treatment of injuries as soon as 
they are received. Accidents generally occur 
on — — trains at points remote from medi- 
cal assistance, and many lives and much suf- 
fering could be saved if some one of the crew 
knew how to apply temporary bandages, 
check the flow of blood from a lacerated 
artery or prevent the laceration of the flesh 
by broken bones. Of course, too much should 
not be attempted, as a trial to perform 
complicated operation by an inexperienced 
hand would be far more likely to result in 
harm than in good. But cards could be tacked 
up ineach caboose giving instructions as to 
what should be done in certaim cases, and 
bandages and afew simple medicines should 
be carried on all trains. It is an easy thing to 
stop the flow of blood from an artery when 

roper instructions are given, but very hard 
ndeed when the operator does not know how 
to proceed. 

Not only are railroad employes very likely 
to receive injuries, but they are peculiarly 
liable to preventible diseases incident to their 
irregular and exposed lives. A few general 
directions as tothe best means of checking 
colds and rheumatisms, the troubles most 
prevalent, withthe administration of proper 
remedies, would not only prevent much suf- 
fering, butalso keep many valuabie men in 
the service. There are also certain heart and 


railway trains that could be stopped if taken 
hold of in time, but which become serious if 
neglected. A good medical service on all the 
roads, combined with a general system of in- 
struction, would be found of great benefit 
both to employers and employed.

ARMED TO THE TEETH. 


Prospects of a Bloody Encounter at Ne 
Boston, Ark.

TEXARKANA, Ark., May 2.—A high state of 
excitement prevails st New Boston, a small 
town on the Transcontinental . Railway, 
twenty-two miles west of here, over a pros- 
pective tragedy that is hourly expected to 
take place.

The 
negro was arrested, but whilethe officer was 
taking bim to jail, he was shot in the head with 
a load of buckshot and killed. As to who fired 
the shot no one was able to tell, but it was the 
general belief that Lynch was the responsibie 
arty. M. Brooks, a lawyer of New 
oston, who had II raised the negro and 
was much attached to him, since its occur- 
rence has frequently denounced the killing. 
A few days ago Lynch claims to have founda 
letter lately written by Brooks and very 
damaging to the latter, in that it teemed with 
slanders upon several of the town’s most 
highly respected ladies and counseled the 
burning of the town by a party who 
thought he had a grievance. Yesterday 
Lynch posted circulars denouncing Brooks on 
the line of this letter. Broeks went for his 
gun, saying he would kill Lynch on sight. 
Friends of each armed themselves with shot- 
guns and Winchesters, and when last heard 
from last night were looking for each other 
about the streets. All the parties to the affair 
are game and desperate, and as there seems 
no chance for an amicable settlement, a 
bloody tragedy is almost sure to result. 


Fatal Stabbing Affray.

SHORT TRIALS FOR LIF

A MURDER CASE PRESENTED IN A FEW 
' HOURS IN THE CRIMINAL COURT, 


Bat a Very Unsatisfactory Verdict was 
Reached by the Jury—The Case of Alfred 
Blunt the Shortest Hearing Recorded— 
Sarprising Conclusions of the Jurors who 
Listened te the Testimony. - 


HE Maser murder trial 
just closed was one of 
the shortest on record 
in the Criminal Court. 
Maser was arrested for 
W murder in the first 
u , degree, charged with 
killing bis wife, Mary 
Maser, on September 
II, 1888, in a basement 
on Second street, by 
stabbing her with a sword dagger, inflicting 
three fatal wounds. Attorney Sterling P. Bond 
was appointed by the Court to de- 
fend the prisoner and * jury 
was impanelled on Monday last. Mr. Bond 
decided to take advantage of the forty-eight 
hours allowed in which to select the jury, and 
the case did not come up for trial until 10:30 a. 
m. yesterday. The State presented but five 
witnesses, and the defense but three, the 
evidence being submitted byl p.m. A recess 
of one hour was then taken for dinner, and 
the case went to the jury at 3 o' clock. 
The brevity of the case * 
ATTRACTED ATTENTION. 


Mr. C. O. Bishop, of the Circuit r* 
office, in this connection, said: Tes; that 
was a pretty short trial; and, if I remember 
aright, we have only tried three cases within 
the past five years which have demanded less 
time. But the shortest case in the history of 
the S8t. Louis Criminal Court was that 
of Alfred Blunt. On May ‘ 1886, 
Blunt killed his wife in a deliberate 
and premeditated manner, cutting her 
throat from ear to ear with a razor. The 
couple had been married six years and lived 
in Carondelet. Blunt was deformed and in- 
sanely jealous of his wife, who, being an at- 
tractive and dashing young mulatto woman, 
chafed under his rigorous and exacting dis- 
cipline, She several times threatened to 
leave him and he was often heard to threaten 
her life if sne did not behave herself. In May 
of 1886 the woman left Blunt and he 
followed her in a mad passion. She 
returned tothe house to get her clothes and 
Blunt cut her throat with a razor, afterwards 
giving himselfup at the Corondelet station, 
saying that he had killed his wife. Attorney 
Hornsby defended him at the trial and the 
court was in session by 9:300’clock. By 3:30 
o’clock p. m. the jury had been impaneled, 
the evidence submitted, the arguments made 
and a verdict of murder in the first degree 
with a sentence of death returned. The de- 
fense was poor and the evidence for the State 
convincing. Blunt was afterwards hanged for 
hiscrime. That is the shortest murder trial 
ever held in St. Louis. 

At 10 a. m. to-day 

THE JURY 

in the Maser murder case returned a verdict, 
finding the defendant guilty of murder in the 
second degree and fixing the penalty at ten 
years in the penitentiary at Jefferson City. 
The case was a peculiarone. The defense, 
from first to last, denied that Maser did the 
killing, and asserted that Mrs. Maser commit- 
ted unintentional suicide while endeavoring 
to take her husband’s life. The prosecution 
argued only for murder in tbe first degree. 
Notwithstanding the evidence Judge Normile 
instructed the jury for murder in the first de- 
gree, murder inthe second degree and man- 
slaughter in the fourth degree, and the Hag 
found for murder in the second degree. ad 
Maser admitted the killing, but pleaded 
accident, self-defense or great provoca- 
tion, such 4 verdict could have 
reasonably been returned, but no such de- 
fense was made. All the testimony for th 
prosecution made a case of deliberate and 
premeditated murder, while all of the teéati- 
mony for the defense was to the end that 
Maser never touched the weapon. According 
to all the evidence either aser killed his 
wife intentionally or he did not kill ber at all, 
and averdict of murder in the second de- 
gree is absurd. The jury disbelieved Maser’s 
statement or they would have acquitted him, 
and yet he was given the benefit of the weak- 
ness of his testimony. Attorney Bond seems 
as dissatisfied with the verdict as are the 
Prosecuting Attorneys, and it is probable that 
an appeal and a new trial will be the result.

NOT ENOUGH SANDWICHES FOR THE EX- 
CURSION PARTY YESTERDAY. 


The Trip to the Merchants’ Bridge—Exten- 
sive Work to Be Done by the Street De- 
partment—The Sweeping Trouble—An 
Elevator in the City Hall—Lazy Jani- 
tors—Municipal Matters. 


The city officials who went up the river 
yesterday afternoonto view the site of the 
new bridge and get onto the lay of 
the surrounding country and railroad tracks 
are well enough satisfied with the amount of 
information they obtained in re- 
gard to the business end of the 
concern, but feel very much disappointed 
about the hospitality of those who were sup- 
posed to be giving the excursion. The city 
officials are kicking quietly about the way 
they were treated, or rather about the way 
they were not treated. One member of the 
City Council, a man ot portiy figure and cor- 
responding appetite,is authority for the state- 
ment, that there were only six bottles of beer 
and one dozen sandwiches on board the 
boat. His statement, however, was con- 
tradicted by a member of the Board of Public 
Improvements, who said he knew positively 
that there were a dozen bottles of beer and 
two dozen sandwiches. Another member of 
the board said there were at least 
one hundred men went up  yester- 
day at 2 o’clock and did not get back 
until 5. This party included the Municipal 
Assembly, the Board of Public Improvements, 
some of the heads of departmentsfrom the 
City Hall and a num er of Four Courts and 
Court-house people. It was generally sup- 
posed by the party that some sort of lunch or 
refreshments would be served, although 
there was no reason why they should have 
thought this as no bills of fare were 
handed around. At any rate they all 
came unprovided with any of the necessaries 


of life and with the usual city officir! hanker- 
ing for a free lunch. This is the reason why 
they are all kicking. Some of them did get 
something to eat, but it seems there was not 
enough to go around. Those who did not get 
lunch kicked because they got left, and those 
who did get some kicked out of sym- 
pathy with the rest, not loudly, of 
course, and not where they could be 
heard by gentlemen in charge, but they ex- 
changed remarks on the subject. The people 
in charge — made à little omission, not 
— probably the ways ot the city offi- 
cials.’’ 

Several members of the party were ques- 
tioned on the subject and under a promise of 
secrecy as to names they said that there was 
a scarcity of grub, but that they did not want 
to appear as kickers and have people think 
that the only thing they went out for was the 
free lunch. 


The Sweeping Trouble. 


Street Sweeping Contractor Dave Joseph, 
Superintendent Cunningham of the Street De- 
partment and Street Commissioner Burnett 
were in consultation this morning in the of- 


fice of the Street Commissioner, to try to 
find out a way of straightening out the 
trouble between the department men and 
the men employed. by the sweeping con- 
tractor. The main trouble is that the men 
doing the sweeping will not take orders trom 
the department inspectors and difficulties of 
all kinds are constantly being encountered. 
The inspectors want to make the sweepers do 
the work within the time limited by ordi- 
nance, while the sweepers want more time. 
Every day the inspectors report that 
as late as 10 o’clock inthe morning they find 

les of dirt on the street, which should have 
een removed three or four hours before. 
Contractor Joseph says that he has all bis 
available carts and wagons out dnd is work- 
ing his men over time, but owing to a delay 
in the delivery of some of his self-loading 
machines he has been unable to do the 
work vroperly within the specified time, but 
soon hoped to have things in such shape that 
there would be no difficulties. 

Street Commissioner Burnett told Mr. 
Joseph to instruct his men to take orders from 
the Department Inspectcrs and then if the In- 
1 over-stepped the limite of their au- 
thority a complaint could be entered at the 
proper place. 


Extensive Street Contracts. 


Yesterday about $100,000 worth of granite 
and construction work was planned and laid 
out by the Street Department and bids re- 
ceived on the work through the Board of 


Public Improvement. A large number of 
streets in the West End, between the railroad 
tracks and Easton avenue, will be turned over 
to the contractors, and all of the necessary 
grading, cutting, curbing and paving 
work pushed ahead as rapidly as 
possible. A considerable quantity of granite 
reconstruction will be done in the southern 
portion of the city which will extend the 
granite pavement in that part of the city fora 
good distance. Thedepartment is preparing 
ordinances foranumber of other streets in 
all parts of the city which are iu need of re- 

airs, which ordinances will go tothe Munio- 
pal Assembly in a short time. Street Com- 
missioner Burnett said this morning tbat 
there was no difficulty in finding streets in 
need of repairs, but to keep within the limit 
of expenditures and select the streets most in 
need of repairing was a difficult task. 


A Needed Improvement. 


Building Commissioner Furiong is at work 
making arrangements for the erection ofa 
combination freight and passenger elevator 
for the City Hall. The shaft will probably be 


cut next to the east entrance of the court yard 
and berunup to the third floor just west of 
the door tothe Sewer Commissioners’ office. 

As itis now allof the wood and fuel for the 
stoves about the ball is hoisted up by a sort of 
derrick arrangement, which requires two or 
three hours’ work each morning from four 
men. Beside this the cfiicials have been com- 
plaing for some time about the long trip up 
the steps to the third floor. Sufficient money 
will be appropriated on the recommendation 
of the Board of Public Improvements and the 
work commenced very shortly. 


To Address the Janitors. 


Secretary Meade said this morning that the 
Mayor intended shortly to give the City Hall 
janitors a quiet lecture on the subject of their 
duties and also to inform them that they are 


employed especially to look after the buliding 
and keep it clean. Several heads of depart- 
ments have entered mild protests against*the 
easy way in which the janitors go about their 
work. ne of the officials remarked that the 
only way he could get them to wash his win- 
dows wasto waituntil the dirt accumulated 
and then draw fancy designs with his finger 
on the glass so as to make the contrast be- 
tween the clean and dirty glass so striking 
that it even impresses the usually unimpres- 
sionable janitors and ocvumpelled them to 
apply the sponge.

KILLED AT A FIRE. 


Mangled by a Train—A Bad Wreck —Passed 
a Raft.

| How Consumption Is Contracted—The Surest 


Safeguard—An Unrecognized Danger to 
Travelers—The Germs of Disease—An In- 
teresting Surgical Operation Described. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Considering the frequency of its occurrence 
and terrible character every new fact relating 
to consumption must be of interest alike to 
physicians and non-professionals. A well 
known physician of Philadelphia has been 
making quite extensive researches of late, and 
has prepared diagrams, astudy of which ap- 
pears to justify him indrawing certain con- 
clusions, among which are the following’ 
Consumption has a preference for filthy 
neighborboods, and it is most common in sit- 
uations where typhoid fever, small- pox, scar- 
let fever and diphtheria are always the most 
prevalent. The disease generally reappears 
in a locality every two ox three years. A 
house which has had acase of consumption 
will probably have another within afew years. 
When a case of that disease occurs in a house, 
houses near to it are considerably ex- 
posed to the contagion. Density of popula- 
tion and filth attract consumption, but thin- 
ness of population and cleanliness afford no 
protection when the disease germ is intro- 
duced into a locality. Taking into considera- 
tion the number of houses which have heid 
victims to consumption, it appears that 
scarcely 10 per cent are isolated—that is, 
standing by themselves—or, rather, not hav- 
ing an infected house neartotbem. About 33 
per cent of the infected houses have had more 
than one case in them. These facts furnish 
additional evidence of the contagious charac- 
ter of consumption, and would indicate that 
itis never contracted except by contact, by 
association, or by living in close 
proximity to it. A characteristic of 


contagious diseases is that persons become 
acclimated tothem. ‘‘From a scientific point 
ot view this is possibly one of the mogt inter- 
esting features of a contagious disease. It is 
a physiological principle that the human 
economy willintime accomodate itself ina 
measure to the ee rn of foreign, and even 
detrimental, substances. In this way we may 
in time become proof against the most deadly 
poisons. The history of consumption in ail 
the new countries into which it has been in- 
troduced shows that ithas hada rise,a cli- 
max and a decline in prevalency. The islands 
of Madeira and Bermuda illustrate this fact, 

and the progress ofthe disease from east to 
west in the United States poiats to it with 
great emphasis. 

The observer whose conclusions we are 
quoting is iuciined to believe that drinking 
water is the 

CHIEF CARRIER OF CONSUMPTION. 
It has generally been held that the person who 
takes the disease is infected through the 
lungs, the germs of the same being carried in 
the air and in minute particles of dried pus 
thrown out of diseased lungs. In relation to 
this theory of infection by the stomach, it is 
said t’? only when that organ is off guard— 
more o lesa disordered or diseased—can the 
germ which creates consumption secure an 
entrance. Asa perfectiy healthy stomach will 
digest the cholera germ, So, it is helieved, it 
will destroy the germ of consump.ion. It is 
a recoxgnized fact that that disease is invari- 
ably preceded by some trouble in the stomach 
—some form of indigestion—and it is gener- 
ally accepted thatas long as a person keeps 
that important organ sound and his digestion 
good he has nothing to fear from consump- 
tion. Allthis would certainly point to the 
stomach as the principal avenue of the germs 
of the disease into the humansystem. But 
while holding this new theory as plausi- 
ble it must not be forgotten that the 
older one—that the germs of consumption 
enter the human system through the lungs— 
has not only never been disproved, but mach 
evidence weighs initsfavor. It is dest for us 
to assume that both theories are correct until 
science has settled the question. When 
within the atmosphere of a 1 per- 
son one must guard against taking his 
breath’’ and use other preventive measures 
as religiously as he would were the pattent 
suttering from that dreaded malady, diphthe- 
ria. Of course, a person might be exposed for a 
considerable time to one suffering from con- 
sumption and yet not contract the disease. 
W herein lies immunity we do not know, and 
until we do every case should be held as 


dangerous to every one brought in 
contact with it. Before leaving this 
subject it is well to call attention 


to the danger which healthy travellers are 
often subjected to by consumptives. Almost 


‘all staterooms on steamers are arranged for 


two persons, andsome have three or more 
berths. Ia taking posetae one is often igno- 
rant up to the day of sailing who his cabin- 
mate is to be. and not infrequentiy he finds 
bimselt, as did the writer once on board a 
Cunarder, quartered with a consumptive. 
Since consumption, beyond all reasonable 
doubt, isa coumunicable disease, and so many 
unfortunates with it take ocean voyages 
agents of steamships and other vessels should 
be made to act with due caution, and separate 
those who are so unfortunate asto have con- 
sumption from those who are healthy, or 
comparatively so, at least. 

Science is making rapid advanbement in un- 
earthing the 

CAUSE OF DISEASE. 

And it would seem that Prof. Mayr could not 
be far from right in his statement that nine- 
tenths of all diseases, if not all,are caused by 
distinctly specific low organisms. Among 
those already isoiated are the bacilli of con- 
sumption,typhoid fever, yellow fever,lockjaw 
pneumonia, cholera, dysentery, lague, eto. 
In discussing the subject of infectious germs, 
he says there is a great difference between 
these different bacilli, just as there is between 


large animals. A fence which will 
be perfectly safe agaiust cattle may 
prove of no account against dogs; 


and where cattle may grow, we may not 
be ableto raise elephants. Similar differences 
exist also between those bacilli. Ali of these 
germs of disease require moisture for their 
plantation and growth. They are not killed 
by dryness, they only do not develop. A well- 
authenticated case is on record where the 
plague, which we have now hardly any reason 
to doubt, is caused by a bacillus, broke out in 
a town in Germany 200 years after the last 
plague had been there, and while no cases of 
plague were within 1, 000 miles, after the tear- 
ing down of an old house, in the masonry of 
which a mummy was found that had been ce- 
mentedin. From records, it was evidently 
the corpse of a person who had died 
200 years ago of the plague. This 
shows the wonderful tenacity of these mi- 
crobes. The whole medical science has been 
revvulutionized by their discovery. It has 
been found that the germ of cholera will grow 
on every article of food that is exposed to 
draughts ofjair, howeverjlight, from the com- 
modes to the oat In dysentery proper the 
bacillus spreads through drinking water pol- 
luted with sewage; the same isthe case with 
typhoid fever. Uncleaniiness is now much 
better understood as being the facto in 
spreading diseases. Virchow examined the 
nalls of school children, and underneath 
thode nails he found, with particles of dirt, 
eg. ~ * all the intestinal varasitical worms 
and whicn, of course, would be eaten 
by the children with their daily bread. Po- 
liteness and 8 deportment will yet be 
recognized as factors in the * — — 
diseases. Children who are taught 4 
hold their hands or pocket tiandkerehic to 
their mouths when coughing, yawning or 
sneezing, and to keep their mouths shut, are 
thus taught a simple hygienic measure. 
Spitting on the floor allows the germs of 
pneumonia, consumption and ronchial 
catarrh to be inhaled by others, and it is 
very proper that common politeness should 

revent such an indirectforuw of assault and 
attery. 

CASES OF TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD 

have not been very many, but there is reason 
to believe that the time is coming when the 
operation will be comparatively a common 
one. it is well, therefore, for N to know 
more of it. In transfusion biood taken 
from a healthy subject and ured into the 
veins of one needing it. bis treatment is

yet the most exceeding care must be used to 
make it successful. A person reasonably 
strong and healthy can generally spare a pint, 
even.a quart, of blood without missing, and 
such a one is selected to furnish the blood tor 
the unfortunate. After tying somethinyv 
around his arm above the elbow, to make the 
veins below it fill and stand out prominentiy 
so they can be plainly seen, une of them s 
opened and allowed to 

BLEED AS MUCH AS IS NECESSARY. 

The blood is then acted upon to removethe 
clot, as previously described. After that it is 
put into what is called an ‘‘aspiratory.’’ From 
this instrument extends a tube, at the end of 
which is a hollow needle, or small metallic 
tube, sharpened at one end. If a vein in the 
arm of the patient cannot be plainly made 
out, the same means—tying something above 
the elbow—is “ee as in the other in 
stance to make well and stand out 
prominently. When all is ready the hollow 
needle of the aspirator is pushed through the 
skin, etc., into the chosen vein of the arm. 
Gently force is then applied atthe other end 
of the instrument, beyond the bloed, and the 
same is impelled through the tube and needle 
into the patient’s veins, to be carried along 
at once into circulation. This operation ap- 
pears simple; nor is it very complicated. And 
yet to do it properly requires great skill, and 
exceeding care must be used in every step, 
otherwise the result would be most disastrous 
to the atient. The utensils used must 
be scrupulously clean. The blood, after it 
has been drawn, must be kept at ver

Considering the frequency of ite occurrence 
and terrible character every newfact relating 
to consumption must be of interest alike to 
physicians and non-professionals. A well 
known physician of Philadelphia has been 
making quite extensive researches of late, and 
has prepared diagrams, a study of which ap- 
pears to justify him in drawing certain con- 
clusions, among which are the following’ 
Consumption has a preference for filthy 
neighborboods, and it is most common in sit- 
uations where typhoid fever, small-pox, scar- 
let fever and diphtheria are always the most 
prevalent. The disease generally reappears 
in a locality every two or three years. A 
house which has had acase of consumption 
will probably have another within afew years. 
When a case of that disease occurs in a house, 
houses near to it are considerably ex- 
posed to the contagion. Density of popula- 
tion and filth attract consumption, but thin- 
ness of population and cleanliness afford no 
protection when the disease germ is intro- 
duced into a locality. Taking into considera- 
tion the number of houses which have heid 
victims to consumption, it appears that 
scarcely 10 per cent are isolated—that is, 
standing by themselves—or, rather, not hav- 
ing an infected house neartotbem. About 33 
per cent of the infected houses have had more 
than one case in them. These facts furnish 
additional evidence of the contagious charac- 
ter of consumption, and would indicate that 
itis never contracted except by contact, by 
association, or by living in close 
proximity to it. A characteristio of 


contagious diseases is that persons become 
acclimated tothem. ‘‘From a scientific point 
of view this is possibly one of the most inter- 
esting features of a contagious disease. Itis 
a physiological principle that the human 
economy willintime accomodate itself ina 
measure to the presence of foreign, and even 
detrimental, substances. In this way we may 
in time become proof against the most deadly 
poisons. The history of consumption in all 
the new countries into which it has been in- 
troduced shows that it has hada rise, a cli- 
max anda decline in prevalency. The islands 
of Madeira and Bermuda illustrate this fact, 
and the progress ofthe disease from east to 
west inthe United States points to it with 
great empnasis.’’

CHIEF CARRIER OF CONSUMPTION. 

It has generally been held that the person who 
takes the disease is infected through the 
lungs, the germs of the same being carried in 
the air andin minute particles of dried pus 
thrown out of diseased lungs. In relation to 
this theory of infection by the stomach, it is 
said t’ only when that organ is off guard— 
more o. lesa disordered or diseased—can the 
germ which creates consumption secure an 
entrance. Asa perfectiy healthy stomach will 
itis helieved, it 
will destroy the germ of consump.ion. It is 
a recognized fact that that disease is invari- 
ably preceded by some trouble in the stomach 
—some form of indigestion—and it is gener- 
ally accepted thatas long as a person keeps 
that important organ sound and his digestion 
good he has nothing to fear from consump- 
tion. Allthis would certainly point to the 
stomach as the principal avenue of the germs 
of the disease into the humansystem. But 
while holding this new theory as plausi- 
ble it must not be forgotten that the 
older one—that the germs of consumption 
enter the human system through the lungs— 
has not only never been disproved, but much 
evidence weighs initsfavor. It Is dest for us 
to assume that both theories are correct until 
science has settled the question. When 
within the atmosphere of a 22 per- 
son one must guard against taking his 
breath’’ and use other preventive measures 
as religiously as be would were the patient 
suttering from that dreaded malady, diphthe- 
ria. Of course,a person might be exposed fora 
considerable time to one suffering from con- 
sumption and yet not contract the disease. 
Wherein lies immunity we do not know, and 
until we do every case should be held as 
dangerous every one brought in 
contact Before leaving this 
subject to call attention 
to the danger which healthy traveliers are 
often subjected to by consumptives. Almost 
all staterooms on steamers are arranged for 
two persons, andsome have three or more 
berths. In taking passage one is often igno- 
rant up to the day of sailing who his cabin- 
mate is to be. and not infrequently he finds 
himself, as did the writer once on board a 
Cunarder, quartered with a consumptive. 
Since consumption, beyond all reasonable 
doubt, isa cousmunicable disease, and so many 
unfortunates with it take ocean voyages, 

agents of steamships and other vessels should 
be made to act with due caution, and separate 
those who are so unfortunate as to have con- 
sumption from those who are healthy, or 
comparatively so, at least. 

Science is making rapid advancement in un- 
earthing the 

CAUSE OF DISEASE. 

And it would seem that Prof. Mayr could not 
be far from right in his statement that nine- 
tenths of all diseases, if not all,are caused by 
distinctly specific low organisins. Among 
those already isolated are the bacilli of con- 
sumption,typhoid fever, yellow fever,lockjaw 

neumonia, cholera, dysentery, lague, etc. 

n discussing the subject of infectious germs, 
he says there is a eat difference between 
these different bacilli, just as there is between 
large animals. A fence which will 
be perfectly safe against cattle may 
prove of no account against dogs; 
and where cattle may grow, we may not 
be able to raise elephants. Similar differences 
exist also between those bacilli. Ali of these 
germs of disease require moisture for their 
plantation and growth. They are not killed 
by dryness, they only do not develop. A well- 
authenticated case is on record where the 
plague, which we have now hardly any reason 
to doubt, is caused by a bacillus, broke out in 
a towo in Germany 200 years after the last 
plague had been there, and while no cases of 
plague were within 1,000 miles, after the tear- 
ing down of an old house, inthe masonry of 
which a mummy was found that had been ce- 
mented in. From records, it was evidently 
the corpse of a person who had died 
200 years ago of the plague. This 
shows the wonderful tenacity of these mi- 
crobes. The whole medical solence bas been 
revulutionized by their discovery. It has 
beea found that the germ of cholera will grow 
on every article of food that is exposed to 
draughts ofjair, howeverjlight, from the com- 
modes to the vate be In dysentery proper the 
bacillus spreads through drinking water pol- 
luted with sewage;the same isthe case with 
typhoid fever. ncleaniiness is now much 
better understood as being the facto in 
spreading diseases. Virchow examined the 
nalls of school children, and underneath 
those nails he found, with particles of dirt, 
es * ali the intestinal parasitical worms 
and , which, of course, would be eaten 
by the children with their dally bread. Po- 
liteness and peepee deportment will yet be 
recognized as factors in the . — 
diseases. Children who are ht — 4 — 
hold their hands or pocket bee kerchiefs to 
their mouths when coughing, yawning or 
sneezing, and to keep their mouths shut, are 
thus taught a simple hygienic measure. 
Spitting on the floor allows the germs of 
pneumonia, consumption and ronchial 
catarrh to be inhaled by others, and it is 
very proper that common politeness should

The other 
steps in the operation are quite simple, and 
yet the most exceeding care must be used to 
make it successful. A person reasonably 
strong and healthy can generally spare a pint, 
even à quart, of blood without missing, and 
such a one is selected to furnish the blood for 
the unfortunate. After tying something 
around his arm above the elbow, to make the 
veins below it fill and stand out ‘prominently 
so they can be plainly seen, one of them is 
opened and allowed to 

BLEED AS MUCH A8 IS NECESSARY. 

The blood is then acted upon to remove the 
clot, as previously described. After that it is 
put into what is called an ‘‘aspiratory.’’ From 
this instrument extendsa tube, at the end of 
which is a hollow needle, or small metallic 
tube, sbarpened at one end. If a vein in the 
arm of the patient cannot be plainly made 
out, the same means—tying something above 
the elbow—is =e 8 as in the other in 
stance to make ll well and stand out 
prominently. When all is ready the hollow 


needle of the aspirator is pushed through the . 


skin, etc., into the chosen vein of the arm. 
Gently force is then applied atthe other end 
of the instrument, beyond the bioed, and the 
same is impelled through the tube and needle 
into the patient’s veins, to be carried along 
at once into circulation. This operation ap- 
pears simple; nor is it very compli icated. And 
yet to do it properly requires great skill, and 
exceeding care must be used in every ‘step, 
otherwise the result would be most disastrous 
to the atient. The utensils used must 
be scrupulously clean. The blood, after it 
bas been drawn, must be keptat very neara 
certain temperature, and, above all, no air 
must enter with it when it enters into the 
veins of the patient. 
the way we bave described, certain chemical 
solutions—particularly saline solutions—have 
been injected into the veins of patients. As 
we said in the beginning, the operation is 
likely to be performgd much oftener in the 
future than in the past. It 18, therefore, well 
for people to know about it—they will not 
then be terrorized by its bare mention.
